The plaintiff, who claimed ta Lethe. next- 
of-kin, had sought an order for the adminis. 
tration of the estate of his faclie*, ‘{nomas 
Durcan, geveral trader and merchant, of 
Castlebar, who died ‘intestate ‘in ‘July, 1927, 
and a declaration that a family agreement of 
July, 1929, regarding the distribution of the 
assets was not binding upon him, The de- 
fence was that the plaintiff was a party to 
the family agreement, and the defendants 
colnterclaimed that this agreement should be 
petformed by. the plaimtiff ihdér the 
direction of the Court. 

During the hearing of the case it wes 

Stated that the deceased, Thomas Durcan, 
had assigned certain property to his children. 
and that after his death Bridget Durcan, his 
widow, had beer granted letters of adminis- 
tration of his e tate. The family agreement 
for the distribution of the asscts amongst 
the widow and children was repudiated by 
the plaintiff, who alleged that he was 
prejudiced by it. 
_ Mr. Justice Meredith already had. given 
judgment, expressing his view of the family 
settlement and ‘dismissing the counter- 
claim, but gave power to th parties to amend 
the pleadings.

ACTION TO RESCIND CONTRACT. 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE MEREDITH.) 
The hearing of the action of Miss Marv 
Carbin, of Vernon Villa, 75 Vernon avenue. 
Clontarf, against Patrick Somerville. of 
Strand road, Dollymount, was concluded, 

and judgment was reserved. 

The plaintiff sought to have rescinded a 
contract for the purcnase from the defendant 
of Vernon Villa for £1,130, alleging that the 
defendant misrepresented the character of 
the house to her.

James Fagan) appeared for the plaintiff; and 
Mr. FitzGibbon, K.C.; Mr. Geoghegan, 
h.C€., and Mr. Walker (instructed by Messrs. 
Franks and Qulton) for the defendant. 

The defendant, who had given evidence 
and had been cross-examined, was further 
cross-examined by Mr. Finlay, and said that 
he first noticed damp spots in the three bed- 
rooms upstairs in August, 1927, and had re- 
pairs carfied out. 

Answering Mr. Justice Meredith, he said 
that the plaintiff never asked him if the 
heuse was dry, and that if she had, he would 
have told her about the patches. 

Mr. Finlay—Could you have honestly de- 
scribed it as a dry house? I could, but I 
would have told her about the damp spots. 
There was no sign of damp at the time. 

Did you describe the. house on the auc- 
tioneer’s books as in perfect order? I be- 
heve I did. 

Walter Somerville, son of the defendant, 
giving evidence, said that after the walls had 
been papered in 1929 he never saw any signs 
of dampness. 

James Navagh, builder, stated that the 
house had been inspected by an oflicial of 
the Corporation and by a representative of 
the Civil Service Building Society, from 
which Society he received a grant of £350. 
An expenditure of 30s. would have stopped 
the rain coming through at the string-course. 
Last week he inspected the house which he 
had built next door, and found it perfect. 

The evidence having concluded. 

Mr. Justice Meredith reserved judgment 
until next Tuesday. ;

CLARE COUNTY COUNCIL’S 
APPEAL. 

(BEFORE THE CHIEF JUSTICE, MR. JUSTICE 
FITZGIBBON AND MR. JUSTICE 
MURNAGHAN.) 

The Clare County Council appealed from 
an order affirming a decision of Circuit Court 
Judge McElligott awarding to Jobn 
O'Driscoll, a Civic Guard stationed at 
Knock, County Clare, a sum of £400 as 
compensation in his claim for alleged 

malicious injury. 

It appeared that John O'Driscoll, the 
applicant in the Circuit Court, had been 
searching for ammunition and was injured 
by an explosion when a box that was dis- 
covered was opened by another Civic Guard, 
who died from injuries received on the 
same occasion, The County Council appealed 
to the High Court, submitting that the 
applicant had not brought himself within 
the provisions of the section of the Act, 6 
and 7 William 1V., under which he applied 
for compensation, by proving that he was 
maimed on account of his exertions to bring 
disturbers of the peace to justice. Mr. 
Justice Meredith and Mr. Justice Johnston, 
who heard the appeal, differed in their 
opinions, and, in the result, the decree of 
the Circuit Judge was affirmed.

YOUTH REMANDED IN 
DUBLIN. 


(BEFORE MR. MANNAN.) 

Leo Cherrictk (19), of Grosvenor square, 
was charged with causing the death of 
Maurice Citron, of Grosvenor road, a stude::t, 
on May 30th last at the Rathgar road, when 
the moter car which Cherrick was driving 
with Citron as a passenger collided with a 
tam. ' 

Dr. R. Randall, house surgeon at the Meath 
Hospital, said that Citron was semi-con- 
scious when admitted .to the hospital. — lie 
was suffering from two incised wounds on the 
head and a fracture of the lower jaw. He 
never fully recovered consciousness. When 
operated on at was found that the liver had 
also been ruptured, and he died from internal 
hemorrhage. Cherrick was also admitted to 
the hospital suffering from severe shock, 

Sergeant 16 E described the scene when 
he went there immediately after the 
occurrence. The motor car was close to the 
tram, the left-hand side of the car being im 
contact with the front of the tram. The body 
of the motor car was completely broken, and 
the chassis was broken in three places. The 
rear wheels were bent, and all that was 
intact was the radiator and front wheels. 
The glass in the front of the tram was 
broken. The road at the time was In a very 
wet and greasy condition after heavy rat. 
The accused. Cherrick, was standing in the 
road in a dazed condition, and Citron was 1n 
an adjoining house. Cherrick said that a 
‘bus had pulled out suddenly on the right- 
hand side behind the tram, and in order to 
avoid it he had put on his brakes and the 
motor car skidded and hit the tram. 

William Doran, Bow lane, a _ motor 
mechanic, deposed that he was in a ‘bus on 
the date in question, travelling at about 
twenty-two miles per hour along the Rathgar 
road. Half-way between the chapel and 
Orwell road he saw a tram in front, going 
in the same direction. When the ‘bus came 
near the tram it pulled out to the right for 
the purpose of passing the tram on the out- 
side. When the front of the bus was about 
half-way level with the tram witness saw a 
motor car approaching about fifty or sixty 
vards away, and proceeding towards the city 
at about forty-five miles per hour. Lhe motor 
car did not decrease its speed as it neared 
the tram, and when quite close it swerved 
to the right across the road about four yards, 
and dashed into the front of the tram. _

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DR» HARDEBECK’S 
‘LECTURE.

“TH would be the height of nonsense to 
try and mangle some Irish music into bars 
of even time,” exclaimed Dr. Carl Hardebeck 
in the course of his fifth lecture on the 
subject of Old Irish Music, delivered in 
the Graduates’ Memorial Hall, Trinity 
College, Dublin, yesterday afternoon. 

Speaking of rhythm, Dr. Hardebeck said 
that in other lecture series he had hesitated 
to deal with that aspect of music because 
it was difficult to define. 
spoken is rhythmic, since rhythm is move- 
ment, although not necessarily regular move- 
ment. A great deal, too much significance 1s 
attached to the bar line, which, after all, only 
came into being during the _ seventeenth 
century. There are many old Irish songs 
which cannot be set down according to the 
bar line. 

“The bar line,” declared Dr.. Hardebeck, 
“does not matter so long as you get the 
accent.” Modern composers of music sustain 
certain words to hi a length that they 
completely alter the poetic accent. 

“The Irish song is the most difficult to 
sing,” continued the “lecturer. If one sang a 
song of Schubert or Brahms, one was assisted 
by a musical accompaniment which pictured 
the subject as clearly as did the words. The 
internal rhyming system of Irish poetry for- 
bids such assistance to singers of Irish tradi- 
tional song. 


WHAT COUNTS IN, SINGING. 

‘‘In Irish song you must get as much as 
ossible out of the words,” remarked Dr. 
lardebeck. ‘‘ You must, in addition, think 
not about your voice, but rather about the 
music and the poetry.”’ He would repeat 
the warning that he had given in another 
lecture about the impossibility of teaching 
Irish singing except by the assistance of Irish 
poetry. In song it was necessary to make 
your audience wish to hear you again, to 
make one’s emotions felt, and to forget 
oneself. When singing a love song one should 
think of some lady whom one liked very 
well, and apply the words and sentiments to 
her. Similarly a war song should bring with 
it something of the clash of weapons. 

“The voice” went on Dr. Hardebeck, 
“ does not matter. It is brains rather that 
counts in singing.” Caruso possessed the 
finest voice that he (the lecturer) had ever 
heard, yet he was more impressed. by 
Henschal MHenschal’s singing recitals, two 
hours in length, were as good as an orchestral 
concert. and a tribute to the singer s$ com- 
mand of every branch of his art. 

i“ 4 singer must make up his mind to make 
himself felt in order to attain any measure 
of success,’ concluded Dr. Hardebeck. © You 
must sing just as you read, and I always say 
that a bad reader will make a bad singer. i

Mozart's Grave. 


Another of the strange ironies of his- 
tory will be recalled this month, when, 
during the Vienna Festival, a com- 
memoration issue of 500.000 ‘* double- 
schilling’’ pieces is made in honour of 
Mozart. _The musical part of the Festival 
is also to be largely devoted to his works. 
Although 140 years have passed since 
Mozart’s death at the age of 35, and his 
burial in the cemetery of St. Marx, 0 
one knows to-day which is the actual 
grave. His funeral in 1791 was that of a 
pauper, attended by but six persons, and 
the only monument at the time was a 
wooden cross. In 1808 inquiries were 
made about the precise site, but the sex- 
ton could not tell, manv of the crosses

tents of many of the graves having beer 
exhumed or removed.’’ In

Graining Earthworms. 


So long had I regarded the earthworm 
as a symbol of lowliness that it has come 
as a surprise to me to learn. that even this 
humble beast has intelligence, and can be 
taught to use it. 

According to a 
who has been making 
the worm, it will learn by experience— 
which is more than some humans can do. 
He forced the worms to crawl into the 
bottom of a T-shaped tube, from which 
they could escape only by turning to the 
right or left branch. Five hundred tests 
made with the worms showed that they 
turned, at first, indifferently in either 
direction. An electric current was then 
turned on in the left branch, and when 
the worm tried to go left it got a shock. 
The shock being disagreeable, the worm 
turned right. When the current was 
turned off again, the worms turned again 
right or left indriferently. The current 
was turned on and off again eighty times, 
and then the worms began to move more 
frequently to the right. It was not, how- 
ever, until the experiment had been made 
200 times that they turned almost always 
right to leave the tube.

DROGHEDA, Tuesday. 
O-DAY was a red-letter day in the 
history of modern Drogheda. It is 
doubtiul, however, if many of the re- 
sidents of the historic Boyneside town were 
aware of the fact, for not even the most 
curioug and observant person could be ex- 
pected to know that a dark blue four-seater 
motor car, threading its way along West 
street was actually heralding in a new era 

of indystrial activity for the town. 

The four-seater car, however, was being 
used as a test vehicle for the first sparking 
plugs manufactured in Ireland. At the 
Steering wheel was Mr. Lewis Wells, manag- 
ing director of the newly-formed Irish Spark- 
ing Plug and Engineering Company of lre- 
Jand, whose headquarters are at West street, 
Drogheda. The other seats were occupied 
by his three sons, all of whom have spent 
their lives in designing and constructing 
plugs, and who, with their father, are now 
responsible for the Lrish-manufactured article. 

To-day’s tests proved eminently satisfac- 
tory, and later jm the evening Mr. Wells 


i drove from Drogheda to Dublin using plugs, 


which, earlier in the day, had consisted in 
their several parts, of rongh and untrimmed 
brass, mica, and steel. 

Although from now onwards gradually in- 
creased production will take place at the 
factory, the official opening ceremony, at which 
various prominent people will attend, is not 
to take place until mid-July, when it is 


hoped the building of the firm's offices, as’ 


well as the remainder of the workshops, 
will be complete. In the meantime, how- 
ever, the nucleus of the staff, which some 
weeks ago was engaged for preliminary 
training, will be busily employed in in- 
structing fresh hands in the various 
branches of plug-building. At present, and 
in addition to the youths employed on 
machines and lathes, a staff of six. girl 
superyisors have practically completed their 
training. 

With the exception of Mr. Wells and his 
sons all the workers employed are from 
Drogheda and district, and when, towards 
the end of the year, production is in fuil 
swing it is hoped that a minimum of one 
hundred workers will be employed. Work 
on the factory only started last March, and 
up to yesterday production was confined to 
the manufacture of tools, which, because 
of their delicate construction and upusua! 
design, had to be specially made.

Proceeding, counsel said that the defendant 
in the present suit was Mr. Louis Kennedy, 
who was the surviving execytor of an earlier 
will which was made by the deceased woman 
on September 2ist, 1925.

sole executor of the will. 


MOST UNUSUAL ISSUE. 


In this case, said Mr. Murphy, there is at 
least one issue raised by the pleadings which 
is of a most unusual character. Counsel 
added that it was of an extremely grave 
character, and it was that the last will had 
heen forged. Following an application to the 
Court, the plamitiff had received the interest- 
ing information that the person who was 
alleged to have forged the will was Miss Jane 
M‘Keown. Counsel said he would set out the 
circumstances under which the will was signed 
by Miss M‘Garry in the presence of Mr. T. 
‘Erskine Alexander, a Belfast solicitor, and 
Mr. Flynn. 

Mr. Alexander prepared the will, and Mr. 
Flynn, who witnessed it. was not exactly the 
person one would expect te be mixed up in 
a will forgery. He was employed by David 
M‘Gonigal and Sons, solicitors, for eleven

Counse] then referred to the will in dispute, 
and said it xs as made at the deceased’s home 
on the Antrim road, in the presence of Mr.

Mr. Murphy said that Mr. Alexander took 
the will back to his office, and handed 1x 
over te one of his clerks.

BSOLICITOR’S EVIDENCE. 


E. Alexander, solicitor, the firat 
witness called, stated that he was introduced 
to Mr. and Mrs. Gallagher, and was then 
taken to the bedroom, where he saw a nurse 
and Miss M‘Garry. After speaking to the 
nurse he made himself known to Miss 
M‘Garry. He told her that he understood 
she wanted to make a will, and she said 
‘* Ves.’’

Rationed Russians. 


While Soviet Russia continues to menace 
the world by colossal ‘‘ dumping '' opera- 
tions, her own people are undergoing 
nearly all the hardships of war-time. The 
Soviet’s situation can be put in a nutshell. 
‘In order to accomplish the Five-Year Plan 
—that is, to transform Russia from an 
agricultural into a highly industrialised 
country—money must be procured. Foreign 
concerns, not unnaturally, hesitate to allow 
credits to Russia, and she is driven to 
export her agricultural products in 
order to pay for the machinery that 
she does not possess. So highly does 
the Kremlin value the Five-Year Plan 
as essential to Russia’s future that 
it is willing to starve the people for 
the Plan’s sake. Some idea of the famine 
that prevails may be obtained from the 
Moscow Correspondent of the Manchester 
Guardian. .In Moscow—which is favoured 
above the rest of Russia—manual workers 
are allowed two pounds of bread apiece 
per diem, while other holders of food cards 
must content themselves with one pound. 
Of sugar a little over three pounds a 
month, and of tea about two ounces a 
month, constitute the permitted rations. 
Butter and eggs virtually have disappeared 
from the table. Milk, except for infants, 
costs about ós. 6d. a quart ; and meat, fish 
and tinned fruit can be obtained only at 
fantastically high prices. At present 
cabbage and potatoes, bread and a rough 


kind of grain represent the basic fare of | 


the average citizen of Moscow, and we 
learn that towards the end of last winter 
there was a tendency to limit the sale even 
of cabbage and potatoes. What surprises 
an occidental observer is the fact that the 
Russian people have endured their priva- 
tions for so long.

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PLEA FOR ABOLITION. 


REJECTED BY NAVAL 
CONFERENCE, 

The disaster recalls the attempt which 
was made at the London Naval Conference 
of 1930 to secure the total abolition of the 
submarine. The proposal was agreed to 
by the British Empire and America, but 
met with opposition from the other Powers 
and was not adopted. 

Mr. A. V. Alexander, First Lord of the 
Admiralty, made a powerful appeal to the 
Conference in favour of the proposal, 
which he said had been consistently urged 
by successive British Governments. 

“I would sincerely urge,’’ he added, 
“with all the power it is possible for a 
single suppliant to command, but sup- 
ported by tens of millions of people 


»throughout the world, that the proposal of 


my colleagues for the total abolition of 
this type cf war vessel may be unani- 
mously accepted by the delegates.”’ 

In a powerful passage Mr. Alexander 
stressed the dangers of submarine service. 
““ Gentlemen,’’ he declared, ‘‘ seamen are 
not cowards. They daily face dangers 
incident to their calling: but is it not 
true to say that every time there is a 
submarine disaster the public conscience 
is shocked at our own flesh and blood 
being required by national policy and 
exigency to face death under conditions in 
Which they have no more chance than a 
rat in a trap?”’

HARGES of murder were filed at 
Ardmore, Oklahoma, to-day, against 
Sherifis William Guess and Cecil Crosby 
In connection with the shooting there yes- 
terday of Emilio Cortes Rubio, the twenty 
years old son of a cousin of President 
Rubio of Mexico, and his youthful com- 
panion, Manuel Gomez. 

It is alleged that they were killed by 
a Deputy-Sheriff, who said that he had 
discovered that the young men, who were 
both students at American colleges, had 
an automatic shotgun and ammunition in 
their motor car. 

The Deputy-Sheriff also declared that, 
when he began to question them, the men 
got out of the car, and, as they were 
armed with revolvers, he fired. 

A third youth, who was uninjured, is 
reported to have said that they had 
bought the gun in the United States 
because it cost less there than in Mexico. 

Telegrams from Mexico City indicate 
that the affair has aroused considerable 
anti-American feeling, and it is feared 
that demonstrations may occur when the 
bodies are taken home for burial. 

The headiines of the Mexico City papers 
this morning speak of the affair as “ brutal 
and barbarous,’’ and El Nacional, the 
Government organ, talks of a ‘‘ barbarous 
assassination.’’ Ja Prensa calls the affair 
“the vile assassination of Mexicans in 
the United States.”’’ 

The affair has evidently caused a feeling 
of nervousness in Washington, and, 
apparently in the expectation of inter- 
national trouble, Mr. Stimson, Secretary 
of State, has ordered a searching investiga- 
tion into the circumstances. 

President Hoover has sent a telegram to 
President Rubio expressing his regret.

MAIDEN TRIP TO IRELAND.

The first of the 15,000 Americans who 
are expected to attend the Eucharistic 
Congress in Dublin in June, 1932, will 
make a grand entry into the Irish Free 
State’s principal port (for liners), Queens- 
town, on the maiden trip of the largest 
liner ever to be built in an American 
shipyard. Word from Camden, New 
Jersey—where the two 30,000-ton vessels 
are being built—that the first will be 
ready for sea early next summer, led to 
the decision of United States Lines’ 
officials to make the maiden trip of this 
great ship, still. unnamed, an I[rish- 
American voyage. 

At present there are 1.600 men at work 
on the new boats. The first will he 
launched in December and the second early 
next year. 

The ships will have an over-all length 
of 705 feet, and will carry approximately 
1,300 passengers at a cruising speed of 


20 knots. The superstructure will consist 
of three decks. and the vessels will have 
two low elliptical funnels. 
the two liners will be 
&20,000,000 (£4.800,000). 

It is also planned to make the first 
voyage of this big American-built ship a 
triumphal one. She will visit ports in 
England, France and probably Germany.

CONFERENCE 


POSTPONED TILL 1932. 


The Imperial Economic Conference at 
Ottawa has been postponed from August 
next till 1932. 

Mr. J. H. Thomas (Secretary of State

6.000 living persons over the ascertained 
i “mol of 1930. 

‘rom 1922 to 1927 there was a steady 
decline in the population oí the Free State. 
The estimated population in the middle of 
1929 was 2.946,000, heing 3,000 under that 
of the middle of 1928, and 26,000 less than 
the population disclosed by the Census of 
1926. 


THE DRAIN OF EMIGRATION. 

The decline was caused in part in certain 
years by excessive emigration. In several 
vears about 30.000 or more persons left the 
country as emigrants. There is reason to 
believe that the emigration figure of 1930 
will not exceed 15,000. 

The statistics ot population for the year 
1930 have not yet been published. There 
are, however, ascertained figures which 
indicate that the downward movement ceased 
with that vear. The estimated population 
in the middle of 1930 was 1.497.156 males 
and 1.448.754 females, or a total of 2.945.910 
persons. The estimated population at the 
middle 1931 is 1,502,000 males and 
1.450.000 females, a total of 2,952,000 
persons, or nearly as high as the population 
of 1927, but yet 17,000 short of the Census.

look. He was even smiling when he 
entered the Throne Room. 

This impression was confirmed also by 
the tone of the two short addresses which 
he gave this afternoon té young 
Seminarists ; for, though in both addresses

THE VISIT TO 
CHEQUERS. 


Commenting editorially upon the visit of 
Dr. Bruening and Herr Curtius_ to 
Chequers The Times to-day observes :—Is 
it too sanguine to hope that the present 
series of visits will prepare the way for a 
future reconsideration of the whole ques- 
tion of international political debts? Debts 
paid by the same medium as commercial 
debts, though they do not owe their origin 
to ordinary commercial transactions, must 
inevitably impede normal international ex- 
change of goods, which it is the object of 
all to encourage, and this country is a 
party to the process by which gold is being 
transferred from Europe, where it is badly 
needed, to the United States, 
inevitable fate is to lie temporarily un- 
used. 

However firmly American opinion may 
hold the thesis, that there is no connection 
between war debts and reparations, but 
that there does exist a close connection 
between war debts and disarmament, that 
view is not accepted by most of the 
other countries closely concerned. The 
Chequers conversations have not pro- 
duced any political decisions, and it 
is clear that there is no intention on the 
part of the British Government to 
approach the United States either alone or 
in association with others, on the question 
of war debts., The point of immediate 
interest is the effect of the Chancellor's 
visit upon his own position in Germany, 

THE GERMAN GOVERNMENT. 

The preser.t Government of the Reich, 
like so many others in Europe, is a 
minority Government, and its position is 
even more difficult than most. It depend- 
for its existence in the Reichstag upon a 
precarious alliance with the Socialists, 
and they are not a little disturbed by 
some of the measures decreed last week for 
increasing the revenue. In_ particular, 
they tind that the special crisis tax on

Dr. Bruening, the German Chancellor, and Dr. Curtius left England 
for Germany yesterday, and it is anticipated in Berlin that the German 
Government will shortly exercise the right of postponing the payment of 
part of the current reparations annuities. 


THE WAR DEBTS SITUATION.

It is also argued that it 
might no be strategically desirable for 
President Hoover to acknowledge such a 
change before the Disarmament (‘onference 
in February, in which it is believed that 
Americans may use the promise of a re- 
duction in war debts as a lever to per- 
suade the European Powers to reduce land 
armaments, since it is popularly held 
here that under present conditions any 
remission of war debts will be wasted 
by the warlike preparations in Europe. 


“BARGAINING POWER.” 


“ War debts the 
States a great bargaining power, 
may yet be employed to strike 
balance for world peace with security, 
savs the New York Times in a leading 
article on the subject of the recent Con- 
ference at Chequers between German and 
British statesmen. 

The paper seems surprised that the 
question of disarmament has net been 
mentioned during the whole of the Con- 
ference, in spite of the fact that Mr. 
Hoover, in a recent address, argued that 
the continued burden of military expendi. 
ture was the chief cause of the prolonged 
depression.

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SHOULD MID-DAY INTERVAL 
BE LONGER ?

VIEWS OF DUBLIN TEACHERS. 
D IFFERENCES of opinion as to the desirability of a longer mid-day 
recess for school children, in order that they might have time to ob- 


tain a proper meal, will be aggravated by an “ Irish Times " reporter's 
discovery that teachers themselves are not unanimous on the subject. 


Of a number of representative Dublin teachers whom he interviewed 


yesterday, the majority were opposed 


to any alteration, but he also ob- 


tained opinions in favour of a slight modification of the present system, 
and of a change to the English system of a long break for dinner. 


Teachers of all shades of opinion, however, were prepared to wel- 


come a test of the new proposal, 


OPINIONS NOT UNANIMOUS. 


Mr. P. J. Quinn, Principal of St. Kevin's 
Boys’ School, Blackpitts, a past President of 
the Irish National Teachers’ Organisation, 
said that an effective Compulsory Attendance 
Act must precede any change in the present 
school hours. 

Many clauses in the present Art,” he 
went on, “ are legally binding, but there is 
no penalty enforceable, or even mentioned, 
for their violation. This omission has ren- 
dered the Act farcical. In the clauses where 
a penalty is mentioned the absence of any 
fixed minimum alty has enabled District 
Justices not only to convert the Act into 
burlesque, but also to discourage, and even 
humiliate, the attendance officers when, in 
their zeal to make the law effective, they 
bring delinquents before the courts. 

“To divide the present one-day attendance 
into two half-day attendances would, under 
the present Attendance Act, have the imme- 
diate effect of reducing the average in many 
schools below the number requisite to warrant 
the retention of the whole of the present 


stafis.”” 
AN EXAMPLE. 

Asked if he had any experience of the sug- 
gested “‘ half attendance ' system, Mr. Quinn 
replied that he could recali the trial of the 
systerh about twenty-five years ago in Belfast. 
After a time the experiment was discon- 
tinued, mainly because many of the children 
did not return at all in the afternoon, while 
those who did return had, after indulging in 
prolonged play, rapidly consumed a heavy 
meal, with the result that they simply came 
back to sleep. The parents were beginning 
to acquire the habit of keeping them at home 
in the morning for ‘‘ messages,” with the 
result that the morning attendance was be- 
cmaing as bad as the evening one. Another 
season was the necessity and expense of artifi- 
cial light during the winter months. In his 
school it was often impossible to read with 
daylight at three o'clock from November to 
February, and many Dublin schools were 
much worse. 

He explained that virtually all his pupils 
go home during the half-hour recess ant 
return quite fresh for the work of the after 
noon. The present system puts mothers to 
no great inconvenience. 


PRESENT POWERS. 

Mr. Quinn pointed out that there is at pre- 
sent full provision in the fules of the Depart 
ment for the suggested change. '' Any 
manager who cares to try the experiment has 
merely to notify the authorities and get their 
sanction,” he remarked, “ and it would be 
interesting to everybody concerned if some 
city school gave the suggested system a year's 
trial.’’ 

As to the personal convenience of the 
teachers, he himself was quite indifferent, and 
he belieevd that many teachers assumed the 
same attitude, though some might favour the 
change, because they could remain in the 
school during the prolonged recess and do 


most of the work that they are now compelled 


to do in their homes. 

Mr. Quinn expressed his belief that the 
temperament, the environment, the general 
habits, and even the mentality of the Lrish 
child differed as much from that of 
the children of other countries that this 
matter must be viewed from the purely Insh 
national standpoint. 


A DIFFICULTY.

BROTHER BOURKE’S 
VIEWS. 


“ Personally, I feel much fresher now than 
I should be if I had had to stop for a dinner 
interval in the middle of the day, and then 
E on teaching,” said the Rev. Brother 

urke, the principal of the Richmond Street 
Christian Brothers’ School, who was inter- 
viewed when the school was closing for the 
day; “and I feel sure that the boys are 
affected in the same way.’’ 

“I do not see,” he added, “ how it is 
feasible to introduce the English system of an 
hour and e-half or two hours for dinner. Much, 
however, depends on the circumstances of the 
children—the kind of homes they come from. 

“Why? Because in some homes, if the 
children were due home at, say, twelve 
o'clock, their dinner would be ready for them 
at twelve, and they would be able to get back 
to school in good time. In others there is 
no knowing what time the meal would be 
ready—that is the trouble. , It is difficult 
enough to get the children to school once in a 
day; how much more difficult would it be 
to get them back a second time’ 

“ In this school most of the children come 
from good homes. Seven-eighths of them 
would come back all right: but the other 

ighth ...’’ Brother Bourke shrugged his 
shoulders. + 

His school, he pointed out, would be 
affected differently from the ordinary city 
elementary school, owing to the wider area 
from which its pupils were drawn. ‘‘ We 
have pupils,” he said, ‘‘ from all parts of 
Dublin, as well as a Jarge number from 
Tallaght, and others from as far as Grey- 
stones, Lucan and similar places. You can 
see how bad it would be for those children if 
the change that has been suggested were to 
take place. For the country schools it would 
be far worse still. I have worked in a number 
of small towns, and I cannot see how it would 
be possible in any of them, let alone in the 
village schools, where the children sometimes 
have to travel as far as four miles to and 
from school. 

“No, he repeated, “' I do not see how the 
thing can be done. But, perhaps, that is 
because | have got so used to the other way, 
after thirty-two years of it. Of course, if 
the new Nios were gp I would be 
quite red to accept it and to see how 
it ca so g r 


| UNSUITABLE. 


Another Brother im the same school, with 
experience of teaching in Belfast, suggested 
that Belfast was the only city im Ireland in 
which the long dinner hour could be effectively 
used. In none of the cities of the Free State 
would it be successful, as the population was 
not industrial. 

“ In Belfast,” he said, “I found that there 
was never any difficulty in getting the children 
into school mg in the mornings, because 
they were shut out at home. Their mothers 
went to work in the factories, and locked the 
children out. At mid-day the mothers came 
home for dinner, and, therefore, the children, 
if they had been sent home, would have got 
their dinner, and then been sent back to 
school in time. Here, however, most of the 
people who are at work have their big meal 
in the evening, and so the children are able to 
get it with their parents after school is over. 

n the country districts another problem 
would be that of transport. In Eaglend most 
children live fairly near to their school, but 
over here the schools are scattered, and one 
cannot see how it is possible to obtain 
vehicles for them.” 


A FAVOURABLE NOTE.

Mr. Breathnach recalled that in June, 1922, 
children attended school only from 9 o'clock 
to 12; and were then dismissed for the day, 
in order that the teachers might attend Irish 

uage classes in the afternoons. These 
classes were held from two o'clock until four. 
“My experience was,” said Mr. Breathnach, 
“that all the teachers started again much 
fresher for the two hoars’ break. Jt was just 
like starting a new day. 

““ Teaching, too, is severe work, he added, 
“especially for women, and imposes a con- 
stant sirain, with the result that many 
teachers break down. I think that a rest in 
the middle of the day, with a siesta if re- 
quired, would be of great relief and would 
prove salutafy for all concerned.” 

He was of opinion that the new system 
should be tried as an experiment, and should, 
at first, be introduced ta synchaonise with 
summer time. It should be tried, not in 
isolated schools, as happened on a former 
eccasion years ago, but in all the schools over 
a large area, say North or South Dublin, 
or even the whole of Greater Dublin. Intro- 
ducing it into some schools and not into others 
in the same neighbourhood caused confusion 
in families where there were children going 
to different schools, as was so often the case. 


AN EXTENSION FAVOURED.

MORE TIME FOR DIGESTION. 

An extension of the period to three- 
quarters of an hour was favoured by the 
headmaster of one of the largest schools in 
the city, which receives pupils from a wide 
area. At this school pupils living in the 
vicinity of the school are allowed to go 
home during the half-hour break, on a 
written undertaking from the parent or 
guardian to send the child back punctually 
in the afternoon. 

When told of the objection that had been 
raised—that it was difficult enough to get a 
child into school once a day, and that it 
would be impossible to get him back a 
second time—the headmaster replied that, 
although over a quarter of his pupils availed 
themselves of the privilege and went home 
during the interval very little trouble was 
experienced in getting any of them back 
again. 

“By extending the interval to three- 
quarters of an hour,” he added, ‘‘ we would 
give. these children a little more time to 
digest their meal, which would be beneficial 
to their health, and also make it possible 
for a few more to avail themselves of the 
opportunity ; yet we would not be penalising 
to any extent those who come from a long 
distance, as they would be only a quarter of 
an hour later in getting home in the even- 
Ings. 

One objection which he raised to a break 
of two hours, such as is in use in England, 
was that the interval between two and four 
o'clock is the worst time in the day for 
study. ‘** Psychologists who have studied 
he observed, ‘‘say that the 
most favourable time of the day is that just 
after breakfast, and the next best is the two 
hours in the evening immediately ‘after the 
evening meal. The afternoon is definitely 
the worst time, possibly because it is the 
hottest part of the day. 

‘‘ Moreover, if they were given such a long 
break, facilities would have to be provided 
for playing. There are few open spaces 
which are suitable, and the most of the 
children would rush back to school im- 
mediately they had had their meal. That 
would mean that there would be an hour’s 
play in the playground, and they play so 
strenuously that by the time they got back 
to school they would be exhausted. The 
playing that they do in their present break 
Is quite as much as some of them can stand. 
There would also have to be a teacher on 
duty to look after them; for, even though 
English children may make use of the in- 
terval in this way without supervision, I 
would not feel justified, knowing these boys, 
in leaving them to play here wtthont some 
one in authority to see that they do not get 


hurt.” 
EFFECT ON GAMES. 


The principal of an important. day scheol, 
where games are played on a highly- 
organised system, asked what would be the 
effect of a change in the timetable upon 
the conduct of games. Practices for 
matches, he said, had to be held at. the 
school on at least two days a week, and 
these took place at present between three or 
half-past three and five o'clock, before the 
boys went home to their dinner. . With the 
long mid-day break, there would be no time 
for these practices at the end of school, and 
he could not see at what other time they 
could be held 

About two per cent. of the boys—delicate 
beys—might want a big meal in the middle 
oi the day, and they could get it, he said. 
At this particular school, he explained, hot 
dinners were provided for those who wanted 
them, snd apy children who wished to go 
outside for food during the half-hour break 
could do sn. 

‘‘ That the average boy wants a large meal 
at mid-day—-or at any time,” he added, ‘‘ is 
disproved by my experience. They are 
all right if they can keep on just: ‘ smack- 
ing,’ and I find that the boys who do that 
are the best athletes. Some of om bovs 
bring two lunches-—one to eat at the mid- 
day break, and another for after school, and 
before the games practice commences.” 
_Another point which he stressed was the 
risk of allowing children to go backwards 
and forwards across the city at the busiest 
time of the day. Looking at the matter 
froma the parents’ standpoint, there was also 
the question of expense to be considered, 
unless the children had bicycles, aad. in 
that event the risk for them was increased. 
In the winter they wenld have to go home 
in the dark. 

“ The system which they have in England 
may be all right there,” he declared, “‘ but 
it would not work satisfactorily in this 
country.” i

EXPERIENCES 
OF THREE 
READERS. 


Reports of the earthquake tremor of last 
Sunday morning continue to received 
from residents of Dublin and district. . Many 
people, it would seem, felt, or otherwise ex- 
perienced the shock, but either through 
ignorance of the real cause or dislike of being 
scoffed at by unbelieving relatives or friends, 
refrained at first from telling their ex- 
periences. 

No less than three readers of the Jrish 
Times called or telephoned to the office in 
Westmoreland street yesterday to say that 
they had expertenced the earth tremor on 
Sunday morning. The first, an architectural 
student, had been burning the midnight oil, 
working on plans and drawings im connec- 
tion with a forthcoming examination. He 
had just finished his work and was preparing 
to pack up his mstruments when, he said, 
suddenly the table at which I was working 
seemed to slip away from me. It was most 
uncanny.

WAR ON CIGARETTE 


DUBLIN TRADERS’ 
HINT TO 
GOVERNMENT. 


SUGGESTED HIGHER FEE

sold by tobacconists,” remarked 
Mr. J. M. Bridgeman, President of the 
Dublin and Provincial Tobacconists’ Associa- 
tion, in the chair, at the annual general 
meeting held at Wynn’s Hotel, Lower Abbey 
street, Dublin, last night. 

The annual report of the Committee was 
submitted by the Secretary, Mr. C. K. 
Kirwan, It was stated therem that during 
the latter part of 1930 .€he Association was 
engaged in a stern fight with the growing 
menace of price-cutting. ATl around them 
the cutters were flourishing and extending 
their business, and their stocks of cigarettes 
and tobaccos appeared to be inexhaustible. 
In such an atmosphere the Committee had 
started an intensive campaign and the results 
attained were remarkable. The catters’ 
sources of supplies were gradually traced 
and stopped, and they were forced to raise 
their much-advertised cut prices. Another 
glaring evil was the question of the muiti- 
plicity of shops, and this affected not only 
the tobacconists, but every city retailer. 
Under the present law anyone, whether they 
lived in a tenement or suburban dwelling- 
house, could, on the payment of 5s. 3d., 
obtain permission to sell cigarettes and 
tobacco. They, the Dublin and Provincial 
Tobacconists’ Association, would ask the 
Government to substantially. increase the 
present ridiculous fee charged for a tobacco 
licence. Another menace still with them 
was that of the automatic machine, and it 
would appear that during the last few 
months the installation of these machines 
had increased. 

NO MORE PRICE-CUTTERS. 

Mr. J. M. Bridgeman, in moving the 
adoption. of the report, declared that the 
Association was doing its best to stop the 
iNegitimate trade in cigarettes and tobacco. 
The question of price-cutting was one. of 
serious reflection for the trade. Measures 
had been taken to attack this problem, and 
the results were already apparent in Dublin. 
“T believe,” he went on, “that in another 
few months vou will have no price-cutters in 
the city.” Their thanks in this matter was 
due to the manufacturers, because without 
their help it would have been impossible to 
combat the evil. This trouble had been 

in Germany and ~~ with -n 
a very ctical manner. The Government 
had eased a law making it illegal to sell 
tobacce and cigarettes below a limit price. 
Their ather problem had been solved by 
Signor Mussolini im Italy. He had made it 
an offence to open shops of various trades 
in Rome without official sanction. The 
tobacconists in Ireland wanted similar legisla- 
tion from their Government to protect their 
interests. 

Mr. J. F. McEnerney seconded the adoption 
of the report. 

It was resclved by the Association that 
an emphatic protest, be made against the sale 
of cigarettes in Government offices, which 
was to the detriment of the legitimate 
traders, and calling upon the Government to 
have the practice discontinued. 

It was further proposed by Mrs. Rooney, 
and seconded by Mr. Hart, that the Govern- 
ment should enforce the existing legislature 
which provided that the words “licensed to | 
deal in tobacoo’’ should be placed over al 
houses wherem automatic machines were’ 
installed.

HOW THE LAND TAX 
WILL WORK. 


EFFECTIVE CRITICISM.

Our PARLIAMENTARY CORRESPONDENT. 

WESTMINSTER, Tuesday. 

HEN the debate on the Fimance Bill 
W was resumed by the House of 

Commons in Committee, Sir Dennis 
Herbert moved an amendment to Clause 7, 
which provides that the Land tax shall 
operate as from 1934, to ensure that the 
actual date should be fixed by Parhament, 
not earlier than 3lst March, 193. He ob 
jected to the House fixing the operation of 


From 


the Land tax for three years ahead, as no. 


one could possibly know what might happen 
in the meantime. It was not even certain 
that the necessary machinery would be ready 
by 1934. 

The Solicitor-General, in 
amendment, said that it was desirable to 
levy the tax as soon as possible, if they 
were going to levy it at all. It was only 
by naming a date in the bill that adequate 
notice could be given. Jhe opinion of ex- 
perts was that the time allowed for valua- 
tion was sufficient. 

Mr. T. J. O'Connor argued that the tax 
ought to be postponed, because they did not 
know what the financial r@eds of the country 
would be in two years’ time. 

The amendment was rejected by 276 votes 


to 209. 
RATE OF TAX. 


Sir Basil Peto then moved an amendment 
to substitute for the Government’s proposal 
of a tax of one penny in the £ a charge “ at 
the rate of one shilling for each £ of the 
annual value of every land umit, calculated at 
5 per cent. on the land value.” He claimed 
that this proposal was a much sounder one 
than the Chancellor's, in that it did not place 
an annuai tax on an arbitrarily ascertained 
‘apital value. The effect of the amendment 
would be to reduce the tax which was now 
masquerading as only a penny in the £, fram 
8s. 4d. per every £100 of capital value, to 5s. 

It was time that the Chancellor’s proposal 
was stripped of its specious white robe and 
exposed in all its naked vice. Whilst the 
Chancellor's proposal would not tax imcre- 
ment, it would tax every industry in the 
country, and every houseowner whose pro- 
perty was of a capital value of more thar 
£120. It would tax friendly societies, build- 
ing societies, and the universities. It would 
tax open spaces, three-quarters of the allet- 
ments in the country, market gardens, and 
most of the milk supplies of the great towns. 


A TAX ON INDUSTRY. 

Mr. Neville Chamberlain, in supporting 
the amendment, declared that the (Govern. 
ment had deliberately attempted to confuse 
the mind of the public as to what the tax 
really was. The fact was that the arguments 
adduced in support of the tax were totally 
irrelevant to the tax itself. It had been said 
that this was a tax to redress a social w rong— 
viz., the acquisition of the value of land— 
which had been created, not at the expense 
of the owner, or even by the mere pressure 
of the community. Was it really sucgested 
that this tax was proposed in order to remove 
that social wronc? It was no such thing. 
It was an attack of a novel character upon 
the owners of land. 

Before the Budget the Chancellor had said 
that further taxation on industry would be 
the last straw. What else but a tax on indus- 
try was this proposal? And it was a tax 
of a peculiarly vicious character. The tax 
was precisely in the same position as the 
rates. It had got to be paid, whether there 
were profits or not. Not only was it a 
burden on industry, but it was a more onerous 
— on industry than an increase of income 
ax. 


STRIKING AT ENTERPRISE. 


The real effect of the tax would come 
down to the working people of the country, 
and it would bear hardly upon the students 
at universities, who came from the secondary 
Here was a Government handing 
out large sums to further education, and 
at .the same time proposing a tax which 
weuld greatly cripple the resources of educa- 
tional institutions. 

Further, the Chancellor was striking at 


the root of private enterprise in connection | 


with the provision of houses for the work- 
ing classes. The mere introduction of 
these proposals had already checked the 
operations of the speculative builder, who 
was, in the main, engaged in the provision 
of houses. The tax, instead of righting a

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- SHEEP BREEDING. 


PREMIUM RAM SCHEME 
SUGGESTED. 


———_o——_ 


Referring to the article on the improvement 
of sheep in the Irish Free State, which 
Ma in the 7risA Times on 7th May last, 
Mr. A. J. Wilsdon, writing from the In- 
stitute of Animal Pathology, Field Labora- 


tories, Cambridge, declares that: “ Contrary | 


to what your Agricultural Correspondent has 
stated, pedigree flock owners’ in the [Irish 
Free State are aware of what little is being 
done and what might be done to help in the 
breeding of sheep in our country.”’ 

Mr. Wilsdon was informed by the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, Dublin, that they pur- 
chase about 120 rams in Scotland every year. 
In addition, there are grants given to the 
Galway and- Wicklow Sheep Breeders’ Asso- 
ciations towards the encouragement of native 
breeds. He says that the Athenry Agricul- 
tural Station in ten years purchased only 
eight English rams and a few ewes; no more 
than the principal pedigree sheep-breeders 
have done. 

In the Six County area, he says there are 
170 blackfaced rams placed out, and fifty 
premium rams. 

IMPORTANCE OVERLOOKED. 

At the Irish Pedigree Sheep Breeders’ Asso- 
viation meeting he pointed out that the 
Department of Agriculture in Dublin had 
expended considérable sums in improving the 
standard of our cattle and pigs. This had 
been done by the purchasing of high-class 
sires in Great Britain and distributing them 
throughout the country at very reasonable 
terms to the principal herds. With tha aid 
of the premium bull and boar schemes they 
had created a high home standard, and given 
the pedigree breeders a considerable olay 
in the increased value of the premium 
animals. In many cases the Department had 
bought the premium animals themselves if 
there was a possibility of their being sold 
below a certain figure. They had also intre- 
duced a Licensing Act which did not allow 
the second grade bulls to fall below a certain 
standard, but, beyond the purchasing of a 
handful of black-face rams, had done nothing 
for sheep. 

“It might be argued,” he adds, “' that 
the sheep industry of the Irish Free State 
is not worth considering, but from the 
figures of the year 1930 we can see that up 
to the present its importance has been over- 
looked considerably. The total namber of 
sheep in the Irish Free State was returned 
last year at 3,500,000, with a value in ex- 

rts of £1,350,000, while the mutton and 

b exported was £100,000, and wool was 
valued at £300,000. Naturally, these figures 
in former years would have been consider- 
ably higher only for the great fall in values 
of sheep and wool resulting from the world- 
wide depression,, and the most important 
fact of all is the attempt by Australia and 
New Zealand to pay their debts to London 
in sheep products and not in cash, 

LOW STANDARD. 

**Further, no one will dispute that the 
standard of our sheep in the Irish Free State 
is very low. The scrub rams as compared 
with the first-class rams are in the propor- 
tion of about thirty to one. 

“I proposed at the Irish Pedigree Sheep 
Breeders’ Association meeting that the De- 
artment of Agriculture in the Irish Free 

tate should be asked to indicate the breeds 
and types of sheep suitable for crossing pur- 
poses, and if they were to start in a small 
way by awarding a limited number of farmers 
£5 towards the purchase of rams at certain 
sales; if one of the De mental live stock 
inspectors attended and selected out a cer- 
tain number of these rams as being up to 
standard suitable for crossing purposes in a 
comparatively short time the owners of pedi- 
gree flocks would produce better and higher- 
class rams. They would be in a position to 
buy nothing but the best, and breed from the 
best. Under the conditions that exist to-day 
too many inferior pedigree rams are sold at 
a very low figure, to the detriment of pedigree 
breeding and to the live stock industry 
generally,”

ROI HERODE, SIRE OF 
THE TETRARCH. 


HE successful stallion, Roi Herode, by 

Le Samaritain out of Roxelane, by 
War Dance, died on Monday last at 
the Straffan Station Stud, County Kildare, 
where he had been located since the con- 
clusion of his turf career in 1909. The stud, 
which is the property of Mrs. E. Kennedy, 
is managed by Captain J. ©. Brodie. 

“Roi Herode, who had reached his twenty- 
seventh year, Was bred in France, He won 
in that country £4.640 at three, four and 
fve vears of age (he was not raced when 
two years old). When he had given way 
in the race for the 1909 Doncaster Cup, his 
further training not being practicable, the 
late Mi Edward Kennedy purchased him. 
He comment ed stud life at thirty-five guineas. 
The achievements of his greatest son, The 
qetravch (variously termed “ The Spotted 
Wonder’? and “‘The Rocking Horse ’"’ 
hecause of the peculiar markings of his coat) 
instified Mr. Kennedy raising the fee to 
290 cuineas, but in the last few years the 
fee has been 100 guineas. 

The Tetvarch (bred at the Straffan Station 
was amongst the first crop of Roi 

and The Tetrarch—whose yearling 
a Wt y 1.300 guineas, Mr. Persse 
gcaquil him for Major McCalmont—won 
£11,336, and went to Major McCalmont’s 
the fee of 500 guineas. 

Herode’s stock have won in almost 
every country in which racing takes place. 
The t ta winnings of his fiat race stock in 
England and Ireland at the end of 1930 were 
x worth £117,000. Some of the 
contributors were: The Tetrarch 
Leighton (£3,215), King John 
Derby winner, £5,101), Roideur 

(9.338). Milesius (who is at the Straffan 
Gation Stud. £2.176), Romana, Prince 
Herod (£4,005), Roi d’Ecosse, King’s Day, 
Rethichem. Judea (an Irish Oaks winner), 
shri. Norseman (£4,732), Rabona, Sir Grey- 
see! (£3.692), Boscombe, Vesington King, 
Roidore (who is owned by and at the stud 
of Mr. P. Field, £5,833), Market Basket, 
Si. Donagh (£3,247), Queen’s Bower, Cinq 
a Sept fan Irish Oaks winner, £8,033), 
Berenice. Roman Market, etc. 

Roi Herode has established a dominant 
male jine in this country. Several of his 
eons, apart from The Tetrarch, have sired 
good winners ; and, of course, many of the 
male offspring of The Tetrarch at the stud 
are in the front rank of present-day suc- 
cesses. Notably there is Tetratema—bred 
and owned by Major Dermot McCalmont. 
and located at the Ballylinch Stud at 500 
guineas. Tetratema won £21,778, and sired 
Mr. Jinks (also bred by Major McCalmont, 
and at the Ballvlinch Stud at 300 guineas), 
winner of £25.153.

SWEEPSTAKE SEARCH 
INCIDENT. 

Sir William Davison, in the House of 
Commons to-day, will ask the Financial Secre- 
tary to the Treasury whether his attention 
has been called to the fact that Customs 
officials recently seized the old green flag of 
the 2nd Battalion, Connaught Rangers, on 
its wav from Ireland to the Old Comrades 
Association regimental dinner in London, on 
the ground that Irish sweepstake tickets were 
enclosed with the regimental colours, and 
what apology has been sent in respect of this 
affront to the colours of this regiment. 

Sir William: Davison vesterday told a Press 
Association reporter that he had reason to 
believe that the flag was seized when on its 
way from Dublin. His object in asking the 
question was to show “ what ridiculous 
humbug this sweepstake business is through 
the present chaotic state of the law.” 


THE FLAG‘’S HISTORY. 

Major J. T. Gorman, Secretary of the Old 
Comrades’ Association, stated that when the 
flag, an unofiicial colour, arrived from Ireland 
the package was marked, ‘‘ Opened by the 
Post Office.”’ ‘The flag has an interesting 
story,” he said; “ for during the war it was 
one of four tiny green flags which one of the 
men of the Connaught Rangers brought back 
with him after being on leave. These four 
flags were carried at the head of ‘A’ Company 
at the second battle of Ypres. Three of them 
were lost in the battle; one came through. 
That solitary flag was afterwards presented 
to Major J. P. M. Ingiiam, now of the Royal 
Tank Corps, who got his D.S.0. at “ pres. 
He kindly agreed to have it sent across from 
Ireland, where it was being kept by his
